“He said unto them, Have ye re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost since ye be- 
lieved?” Acts 19:2. 

If you notice it says, “since ye be- 
lieved.” Paul came to Ephesus and 
found certain disciples. These surely 
were Christians because he calls them 
disciples. They told him they were bap- 
tized unto John’s baptism. Then said 
Paul, “John verily baptized with the 
baptism of repentance, saying unto 
the people, that they should believe 
on him which should come after him, 
that is, Christ Jesus. When they heard 
this, they were baptized in the name 
of the Lord Jesus. And when Paul 
had laid his hands upon them, the 
Holy Ghost came on them; and they 
spoke with tongues and prophesied.” 

The word tongues here of course 
means languages and quite often are 
not understood by the speakers, We 
find that Jesus led the disciples out 
as far as Bethany and lifted up His 
hands and blessed them and commanda- 
ed them that they should not depart 
from Jerusalem but wait for the prom- 
ise of the Father, “which, saith He, 
ye have heard.of me, for John truly 
baptizes with water, but ye shall be 
baptized with the Holy Ghost not 
many days hence.” In verse 15 of the 
first chapter of Acts we read, “And 
in those days Peter stood up in the 
midst of the disciples, and said, (the 
number of names together were about 
an hundred and twenty.)” I am sure 
that the twelve and seventy were in- 
cluded in this number: Verses 13 and 
14, “And when they were come in, 
they went up into an upper room, 
where abode both Peter, and James, 
and John, and Andrew, Philip, and 
Thomas, Bartholomew, and Matthew, 
James the son of Alphaeus, and Simon 
Zelotes, and Judas the brother of 
James. These all continued with one 
accord in prayer and _ supplication, 
with the women, and Mary the mother 
of Jesus, and with his. brethren.” 

Now come with me to Luke 9 and 
vou will find that Jesus called His 
twelve disciples and gave them power 
and authority over devils, and to cure 
diseases and He sent them to preach 
the kingdom of God and to heal the 
sick. “After these things the Lord ap- 
pointed other seventy also, and sent 
them two and two before his face in- 
to every city and place, whither he 
himself would come.” Luke 10:1. We 
find that they came back rejoicing 
and said, “The very devils are subject 
unto us. Jesus said, rejoice not, that 
the spirits are subject unto you; but 
rather rejoice because your names are 
written in the Lamb’s book of life. I 
believe that these people were saved 
and I believe that there is enough 
proof here to show that they were, 
and yet Jesus commanded them to 
tarry until they be endued_ with 
power from on high. Jesus stood as 
the authority for all work done in His 
name while on earth, and it was in 
His name that they cast out devils 
and did many wonderful things. Now 
He is fixing to leave them and He 
commands them to tarry until they 
be endued with power from on high. 
These people were not sanctified by 
the blood of Jesus at that time for He 
had not been crucified. They did not 
have the Holy Ghost for in John 7:37- 
39 we read, “In the last day, that 
great day of the feast, Jesus stood 
and cried, saying, If any man thirst, 
let him come unto me, and drink. He 
that believeth on me, as the scrip- 
ture hath said, out of his belly shall 
flow rivers of living water. (But this 
spoke he of the Spirit, which they 
that believe on him should receive 





for the Holy Ghost was not yet given; 


because that Jesus was not yet glori- 
fied).” 

John 14:16 says, “And I will pray 
the Father, and he shall give you an- 
other Comforter, that he may abide 
with you for ever.” John 14:26, “But 
the Comforter, which is the Holy 
Ghost, whom the Father will send in 
my name, he shall teach you all 
things, and bring all things to your 
remembrance, whatsoever I have said 
unto you.” John 15:26, “But when the 
Comforter is come, whom I will send 
unto you from the Father, even the 
Spirit of truth, which  proceedeth 
from the Father, he shall testify of 
me.” So we see from the reading of 
these scriptures that the Holy Ghost 
had not yet been given. The Jews 
rent their garments and wailed and 
threw dust into the air when Jesus 
said, If any man thirst, let him come 
unto me and drink, for out of his 
belly shall flow rivers of living water. 
They criticized this statement and 
said it was impossible but the Bible 
said, this spake He unto them of the 
Spirit which those believing on Him 
should receive, for the Holy Ghost was 
not yet given. 


Do you believe that these people 
were saved? This is the same crowd 
that tarried at Jerusalem, and in the 
second chapter of Acts we have a 
glowing description of the outpour of 
the Holy Ghost. There were Jews, de 
vout men, out of every nation under 
heaven, or at least that were known 
to civilization at that time. These 
different nationalities heard them 
speak in their own tongues wherein 
they were born, the wonderful works 
of God. This is prima facie evidence 
that they spake in many different 
languages at that time and were 
understood by those people from the 
different provinces of the country 
who had gathered for this great feast, 
for they were all amazed and were in 
doubt, saying one to another, What 
meaneth this? Others mocking said, 
These men are full of new wine. This 
criticism has been offered even to this 
present day. When people receive the 
Holy Ghost quite often they act as 
though they were filled with new 
wine. But Peter stood up with the 
eleven and lifted up his voice and 
said unto them, Ye men of Judea and 
all ye that dwell in Jerusalem, be this 
known unto you and hearken to my 
words: For these are not drunken, as 
ye suppose, seeing it is but the third 
hour of the day. But this is that 
which was spoken by the prophet Joel; 
And it shall come to pass in the last 
days, saith God, I will pour out my 
Spirit upon all flesh: and your sons 
and your daughters shall prophesy, 
and your young men shall see visions, 
and your old men shall dream dreams: 
And on my servants and on my hand- 
maidens I will pour out in those days 
of my Spirit; and they shall proph- 
esy: and I will shew wonders in heav- 
en above, and signs in the earth be- 
neath; blood, and fire, and vapour of 
smoke. Luke 15:19. 

Some will tell you that this was 
done to encourage the apostles and 
brethren but it stopped right there. 
This is untrue because we read in Acts 
10 that Cornelius was a devout man 
and he was praying at a certain hour 
and God sent an angel down to visit 
him and told him to send to Joppa 
and he would find lodged in the house 
of one Simon, a tanner, whose house 
was by the sea side and “he shall tell 
thee what thou oughtest to do.” This 
was in the year of our Lord 41, eight 
years after the outpouring of the Holy 
Ghost on the day of Pentecost.

GOD’S BUSINESS 


AND FINANCIAL 


SYSTEM 





God has Instituted a Plan whereby His Cause 
Should be Supported—All Men Owe to 
God One-tenth of Their Income

The first thing to be considered un- 
der this heading is whether or not God 
has a business in this world, for it is 
a foregoing conclusion that any bus- 
iness, even God’s business, must have 
finance or soon fail. If a man desires 
to engage in business of any kind he 
will first arrange a plan to finance it, 
if he intends his business to prosper. 
We could not think of God, in all His 
wisdom, being less thoughtful than 
man; so it is true that if He has a 
business, He has a financial plan. 

When Jesus was twelve years old, 
He went with His parents to Jerusa- 
lem to attend the Feast of the Pass- 
over, and instead of being anxious to 
start home after the feast was over, 
He desired to remain in the city of 
God. After His parents were well on 
their way, they discovered that Jesus 
was not in the company. When a 
search was made they found Him in 
the “House of God,” reasoning with 
the lawyers and doctors about His 
Father’s plan. Being grieved with His 
seemingly rude act, His mother ques- 
tioned Him as to why He had tarried 
in the city, to which He _ replied, 
“Wist ye not that I must be about my 
Father’s business?” (Luke 2:49). This 
answer is full proof that God has a 
business in this world, that Jesus 
was, and now is, deeply interested in. 

What is God’s Business 

God’s business in this world is to 
evangelize it thru the preaching of 
the Gospel. “Go ye into all the world, 
and preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture. He that believeth and is baptiz- 
ed shall be saved.” Mark 16:15, 16. 
“For after that in the wisdom of God 
the world by wisdom knew not God, 
it pleased God by the foolishness of 
preaching to save them that believe.” 
1 Cor. 1:21. “How shall they believe 
in him of whom they have not heard? 
And how shall they hear without a 
preacher? And how shall they preach, 
except they be sent?” Rom. 10:14, 15. 
Many more Scriptures could be given 
as proof that people are saved thru 
the power of the Gospel, and that 
preachers must be sent before it can 
be heard, but the above quotations 
are enough to prove that God’s bus- 
iness is to evangelize the world by the 
Gospel being preached to every crea- 
ture, 

What is God’s Financial Plan? 

God’s plan for financing His  bus- 
iness as outlined in the Scripture is 
known as the tithe system, and is 
put into operation by His children 
paying a tenth of their income to 
Him for this purpose. Let us remem- 
her that Jesus said that he MUST be 
about His Father’s business, and that 
those who would follow Him MUST 
pay tithes to promote God’s business 
of evangelizing the world. 

But some will say that the Gospert 
is free and they are not required to 
pay for it. Yes, it is so free to this 
class that they soon forget its bless- 
ing to them and it becomes unfruit- 
ful in their lives. There are those who 
hear the Word, but it is so free, in 
their estimation, that they reject 
God’s plan of promoting His business. 
Therefore, “the deceitfulness of riches 
and the lust of other things” enter 
in and choke the Word until it be- 
comes unfruitful in them, just as Je- 
sus said it would. (See Mark 4:18-19). 

When those who have been blessed 
by the Gospel reject God’s plan for 
financing His business, they rob Him 
under a pretense of Christianity, and 
not only become robbers, but hypo- 
critical robbers of God. “Will a man 
rob God? Yet ye have robbed me, But 
ye say, wherein have we robbed thee? 
In tithes and offerings. Ye are cursed 


with a curse: for ye have robbed me, 
even this whole nation.” Mal. 3:8, 9. 
When Did People First Begin 
To Pay Tithes? 

Those who object to paying tithes 
usually base their argument on the 
claim that it began with Moses, and 
is therefore a principle of the Mosiac 
law that was nailed to the cross with 
Christ. Some will claim that in differ- 
ent ways they give more than a tenth, 
and so excuse themselves from God’s 
plan for financing His business and 
make themselves robbers of God under 
false pretense. 


Let us make a survey of the Scrip- 
ture and see if we can find where 
tithing first began. There are some 
duties which the Bible seems to recog- 
nize as understood from the begin- 
ning. There is no mention of their ori- 
gin and first announcement. Their 
violation, or performance is mention- 
ed incidentally in the sacred story 
long before they are recorded as spe- 
cifically enjoined. It appears to be 
taken for granted that they were 
known to be duties at man’s very 
start in the world. There is no record, 
for instance, of any law against mur- 
der until after the first captital crime 
was commited, but Cain was not ex- 
cused from guilt on the ground that 
he had no commandment against slay- 
ing his brother. There is no command- 
ment to pray, either public or private, 
recorded in any of the earlier books 
of the Bible. Nevertheless, most of the 
patriarchs whose story is elaborated 
are represented as in the habit of 
prayer. The “Ten Commandments” did 
not specifically enjoin the duty of 
prayer; but nevertheless, it was and 
is recognized as a universal obliga- 
tion for God’s people to call upon Him 
in prayer. 

The duty of paying tithes is one of 
these duties which seems to have need- 
ed the record of no original announce- 
ment or injunction. It seems to have 
been a foregoing conclusion that tithe 
paying was a duty of man from the 
beginning. The first record we have 
of anyone paying tithes was long be- 
fore the proclamation of the Mosiac 
law. It is found in Gen. 14 where 
Abraham, returning from the slaugh- 
ter of the kings, paid tithes to Mel- 
chizedek, “priest of the most high 
God.” It does not appear in the rec- 
ord that Abraham’s act of paying 
tithes was something unlike anything 
ever done before; but on the contrary, 
it appears to have been the spontane- 
ous performance of a plain duty. Abra- 
ham did rot count those particular 
spoils of battle his own, but Jooked 
on them as property belonging to the 
king of Sodom. Nevertheless, he was 
sure that one tenth of them belonged 
to the Lord and must be handed over 
to His representative. He delivered: 
the spoils of battle to the king of 
Sodom who was the rightful owner, 
after he had paid a tenth to the Lord’s 
representative, in honor to God who 
had given him the victory over his 
enemies. 


There is no record of where Abra- 
ham got his idea for paying tithes, 
other than it was a recognized duty of 
God’s people handed down from the 
beginning. The spontaneous act per- 
formed by Abraham without any te¢- 
ord of it being a duty specifically en- 
joined upon him is the strongest evi- 
dence that tithing was a duty recog- 
nized and understood from the begin- 
ning. 

The next Bible mention of tithes is 
where Jacob, one hundred and fifty- 
three years after his grandfather had 
performed this sacred duty, vowed a 
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with friends in Knoxville, Tenn. Sis- 
ter Cross delivered a wonderful mes-

(Continued from page one) 

the Holy Ghost fell on all them which 
heard the word. For they heard them 
speak with tongues, and magnify God. 
Then answered Peter, Can any man 
forbid water, that these should not 
be baptized, which have received the 
Holy Ghost as well as we?’ This was 
twenty years after the outpouring of 
the Holy Ghost on the day of Pente- 
cost. For approximately 325 years af- 
ter the day of Pentecost the church 
stood together on the doctrine of the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost with the 
evidence of «speaking in tongues. 
About this time there arose up some 
in the council at Mysia, claiming that 
some should hold positions in the 
church without being filled with the 
Holy Ghost with the evidence of speak- 
ing in tongues. This was the first 
division in the Church of God. Apos- 
tasy set in. Finally church and state 
united; the dark day which we hear 
so many speak of, came. Martin 
Luther, Wesley and others began to 
teach the doctrine of the Bible. These 
are called the days of reformation. 
Chas. G. Feany, one of the most noted 
preachers after the days of Luther, 
was filled with the Holy Ghost and 
spake in tongues. Quite often he 
would speak in tongues while deliver- 
ing his message. It is said that his 
eongregation became so interested in 
his welfare that they made up a com- 
mon fund to have him treated in the 
sanitarium. It is said that physicians 
in talking with Mr. Fenny about his 
condition decided that they could not 
find anything wrong with his mind. 
They asked him to explain how he felt 
when this power was on him. He told 
of the glorious feeling that would 
come over him when he was intensely 
interested in his subject and of course 
he would lose control of his tongue. 
It is very evident that this was none 
other than the genuine baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. This man was a man of 
power. He walked down the aisles 
and preached and people would fall off 
their seats, and thousands wept their 
way to Calvary. 

I remember in my boyhood days of 
the good meetings and how the Spirit 
and power of God would fall. My 
mother was a church member and oc- 
casionally she would lose control of 
her tongue. Her face would light up 
with the glory of God and how she 
would sway the people while under 
this mighty power. When I was old 
enough to thoroughly understand we 
thought that mother’s burdens of the 
home and being the mother of a large 
family was the cause of the strange 
spells she would have in church, but 
I noticed that this had a great influ- 
ence over the congregation. Her chin 
would quiver and often she would 
shake all over and weep and dance 
down the aisles and you could not 
understand what she would say. Not 
until I heard about this wonderful ex- 
perience and went to the meetings and 
heard them talk in tongues did I know 
what was the matter with my mother 
but I am sure that she had the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost for she spoke 
in tongues. 

There was an vid man in my com- 
munity by the name of Farric. Hts 
son was killed on a southern road as 
an engine turned over. Of course this 
grieved the old father and I will 
never forget the experience of that 
funeral. This old man got under some 
kind of power and sat down on the 
floor. He lost control of his tongue 
and of course every one was much 
interested, thinking thai it was caus- 
ed from grief. After this quite often 
in church when called on to pray, he 
would sit flat down on the floor and 
get hold of the seat with his hands 
and pray until the meeting was dis- 
missed. It used to amuse me when I 
was a little boy, to get over close to 
him and listen to him talk (as we 
boys used to say) “like a Chinaman.” 
Everybody said he was the best man 
in the community. They could not 
understand the strange spells that he 
would have but I am sure he was fill- 
ed with the Holy Ghest for we heard 
him speak in tongues. 

If you have ever read Methodist his- 
tory I am sure that you have read of 
that Kentucky camp meeting during 
the early days of Methodistism in 
America. It is said that the women’s 
hair would pop like whips and as 
their bodies would sway their heads 
would hit the flcor backward and for- 
ward. They had what they called the 
running exercise and the laughing ex- 
ercise, and in fact they had our peo- 
ple beat when it comes to being oper- 
ated by the mighty power of the Holy 
Ghost. I am persuaded to believe that 
there have been people all along who 
have received this wonderful blessing. 
I remember after I married, my broth- 
er and I lived together on a farm at 
Rome, Ga. There was a man by the 
name of Harper who worked on the 
farm. He was a congenial, pleasant, 
working companion. We decided in the 
summer months to pitch a meeting up 
near the mining camp on this farm. 
This man went on a fast and stated 
that he intended to fast until God an- 
swered his prayers. I thought he was 
going on the extremes and admonish- 
ed him not to fast too long. My broth- 
er and I would take it night about go- 
ing to the meeting. One night he came 
home and rapped at my _ bed-room 
door, came in and told me the result 
of the meeting. This man Harper 
while giving an altar call fell under 
the power of God and, as my brother 
expressed it, had scme kind of a spell 








and lay like he was dead for a while. 
When he did come to, he talked in 
some kind of a language that they 
could not understand. My how uneasy 
we were about him. I hurried away 
next morning to see how he was get- 
ting along. His wife told us 
quiet as he had just gone to sleep, He 
woke up smiling and stated that he 
was all right and about that time he 
went off in some kind of spell and of 
course we could not understand what 
was the matter with him. How this 
man denounced sin and held up for 
the pure, holy life. I am sure that he 
had the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
and spoke in tongues. Years after this 
some people from Cleveland, Tenn. 
came with a tent near my home for a 
meeting. One night while the storm 
was raging the tent had been lowered. 
Three of us were kneeling around the 
center pole to pray. T. L. McLain be 
gan to speak in what they called the 
unknown tongues. I did not know 
much about him. I asked my friend 
who he was and of what nationality 
he was. He said he was born in Mur- 
ray county, and that was the Holy 
Ghost speaking thru him. My mind 
began to run back over these differ- 
ent ones that I had heard speak in 
tongues and I decided that it was the 
Same experience that my mother and 
other friends had received. In a short 
while after this my wife received this 
same blessing and I thought she was 
ruined forever. That put an end to 
the quarreling in our home and she 
has lived so good and true ever since. 
The next morning she started to tell 
me to bring something from the store 
and I could not understand what she 
said and I had to wait until I could 
get some instructions or until the 
power went off of her before she 
could tell me what she wanted, I want 
to say that this is none other than 
the genuine baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. If Mary the mother of Jesus 
needed this blessing every woman in 
the world needs it for it was said of 
her that she was a holy woman before 
she received this blessing, 

In 1904 (?) every periodical in 
America put out a request for a pray- 
er day. They admonished the people 
to ask the Lord to send a gracious re- 
vival that would never break up until 
Jesus came. This was talked by many 
of my Christian friends in the com- 
munity in which I lived. Almost the 
entire United States engaged in pray- 
er that day. In a college in one of the 
western states some few of the stu- 
dents had already received the Holy 
Ghost. The revival in Wales was on 
in good style and it was said that 
many had received the Holy Ghost and 
spoke in tongues. On this special 
prayer day the Holy Ghost was pour- 
ed out on Azuza St., Los Angeles, Cal. 
and quite a number of people re 
ceived the baptism. An account of this 
outpouring was published in the news- 
papers to some extent. Brother Holt 
in Atlanta, in telling his experience, 
said a man came into his mission one 
Sunday morning. His garments were 
tattered and his shoes badly worn, He 
said he never heard a man preach 
like that man preached that day, He 
was from California, bringing the 
message of the baptism. From this lit- 
tle visit to Atlanta many received the 
baptism.

vow at Bethel in which he recognized 
tithing, Gen. 12:22, 23. This is another 
proof that paying tithes was a known 
duty of man that needed the record of 
no original announcement or injunc- 
tion. If it had only been spasmodic on 
the part of Abraham, his grandson 
would ‘not have recognized it a cen- 
tury and a half later. 

As we further trace the Bible rec- 
ord of paying tithes, we find that it 
was more than four hundred years af- 
ter Abraham’s performance of this 
duty, when Moses organized Israel in- 
to a nation, that tithing was by Di- 
vine direction written into the law. 
This is full proof that paying tithes 
did not begin with Moses. Although 
we have no record of its origin, we 
know from a_ scriptural standpoint 
that it did not originate under the law. 
The Mosaic code recognized tithing as 
a known duty of man and it was writ- 
ten into the law on the same prin- 
ciple that Jacob recognized it. 

There is no record to show that 
Abraham would have robbed God, if 
he had refused to pay tithes; but one 
thousand three hundred and ~ ninety 
years after him we find the last 
prophet of the Old Testament declar- 
ing that the nation of Israel had rob- 
bed God, both in tithes and offerings. 

Is Tithing Taught in the New 
. Testament 

In the time of the ministry of our 
Lord and the formation of the New 
Testament, tithing was so common 
among the Jews that it was unneces- 
sary to advocate it. And while it is 
true that very little is said in the New 
Testament about paying tithes, it is 
also true that Jesus and the writers 
of the New Testament never uttered 
one word against it. It was handed 
down to the new dispensation in the 
same manner that it was written into 
the law. Moses recognized tithing as 
an established custom and duty of 
man, and therefore, brought it over 
from the age of promise, or Abraham’s 
day, into the age known as the dispen- 
sation of law. When the old dispensa- 
tion passed out, tithing merged into 
the grace, or church age, in the same 
way. Jesus recognized it as a duty. 
Although the Pharisees were His most 
bitter foes and He denounced them in 
many things, yet, He commended 
them for tithing. “Ye tithe mint and 
rue and all manner of herbs and pass 
over judgment and the love of God: 
these ought ye to have done, and not 
to leave the other undone.” Luke 11: 
42. This is full proof that tithing is 
positively and distinctly taught in the 
New Testament. Just as Moses brought 
it from the preceding age, into the 
Old Testament and connected it with 
the law; so did Jesus bring it into the 
New Testament and connected it with 
the love of God. Those who were under 
the law, so did Jesus bring it into the 
law, but the people under grace pay 
tithes because they love God. This 
age may correctly be termed the Age 
of God’s Love, and those who know 
and love Him will surely accept His 
plan for financing His business and 
pay tithes. It is true that God has 
shown His mercy to the people of ail 
ages, but His love was not fully mani- 
fested until His Son came into the 
world. (See John 3:16; Rom. 5:8; 
1 John 3:16; and 4:9, 10). 

What is the tithe? 

The tithe is one tenth of our net in- 
come. Those who work for a salary 
with no expense attached should pay 
one tenth of all they draw each pay 
day. The business man should pay one 
tenth of his clear profit after over- 
head expenses are paid. The farmer 
should pay a tenth of his crop after 
he has paid for his seed, fertilizer, and 
any other expense he is put to in 
making the crop. 

To Whom do the Tithes Belong, and 
How Should They be Used? 

| The tithes belong to God and should 

| only be used to finance His business 





| of evangelizing the world thru the 
| Gospel. “And all the tithes of the 
land, whether of the seed of the land, 
or of the fruit of the tree, is the 
LORD’S: it is holy unto the LORD.” 
Lev. 27:30. The Levites who had no 
possession and whose duty was to 
minister in the house of the Lord was 
supported by the tithes. When Jesus 
sent forth the twelve disciples to 
| preach the Gospel, He told them not 
to provide any means of support, “for 
the workman is worthy of his meat.” 
Matt. 10:1-10. This was in the begin- 
ning of the Gospel dispensation and 
is the rule laid down as an example 
to be followed. Paul tells us that Jesus 
ordained (instituted) that “they 
which preach the gospel should live 
of the gospel.” 1 Cor. 9:14. This shows 
that those who preach the gospel are 
the Levites of the church and should 
be supported by the tithes. The tithes 
should not be used by the church to 
defray incidental expenses or to buile 
churches, but should be kept as meat 
in God’s house to support the minis- 
try in spreading the gospel. The 
preacher should not have to even 
think of how he Is to meet his living

His’ enemies shout- 
ed, “Jesus is dead,” while the angels 
and the redeemed sang, “Jesus is 
alive.” 

Jesus as the Son of God had in-

throne He was despised and rejected 
of men and endured the lot of the op 
pression and the sinful that He might 
reign in redemptive grace, in the 
hearts of His subjects. He lived so as 
to conquer through love. He became 
one with the people that He might 
win, save and glorify. 

It was true in the experience of Je- 
sus that the cross proceeded the crown, 
He was conscious that Calvary was a 
step toward the throne, and endured 
the shame of death for the glory that 
would follow. It was contrary to the 
purpose of God and the inherent life 
of Jesus, for Him to remain in the 
prison house of the dead. As Lord of 
death He breaks the bars and marches 
out in triumph. After Jesus came out 
of the grave, having conquered death 
in a close, personal encounter, He re- 
vealed Htmself to His disciples in 
many unmistakable ways, and for 
40 days taught them the truths of the 
kingdom of God. It was a memorable 
day when the disciples saw Jesus en- 
ter the chariot of cloud and ascend to 
His throne. They intently gazed at 
Him as the cloud of glory moved up- 
ward and out of sight, and were cheer- 
ed by the promise of the two men in 
white, that Jesus would in the end 
of the age, return in the same manner 
in which He went to heaven. When 
dying, Stephen, the martyr, exclaimed, 
“Behold, I see heaven opened and the 
Son of man standing at the right hand 
of God.” The author of Hebrews says, 
“This man Christ Jesus, after He had 
offered one sacrifice for sins, for ever 
sat down at the right hand of God 
from henceforth expecting till his en- 
emies be made his footstool.” Heb. 10: 
12. The first conquest of redemptive 
grace after the enthronement of Je 
sus at the right hand of the Father 
was the salvation of the vast multi- 
tudes which acknowledged Him as 
Savior and Lord at Pentecost. The 
coming of the Holy Ghost on that day 
was the fulfillment of the Father to 
the exalted Savior. Therefore, being 
by the right hand of God exalted and 
having received of the Father the 
promise of the Holy Ghost, He hath 
shed forth this which ye now see and 
hear. Acts 2:33. The work of the Sav-

“Go ye therefore, and teach all na- 
tions, baptizing them in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Moly Ghost; teaching them to observe 
all things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you, and lo, I am with you 
even unto the end of the world.” It 
is the Lamb that was slain to redeem, 
that dwells in the midst of the throne 
and feeds the saints and leads them 
into living fountains of water and re- 
ceives the homage of all the heavenly 
throng.

Listen at what the lord says, Matt. 25:

A 
dear friend (who is in Africa now as 
a missionary) gave me much help. 
I prayed for light and guidance. 
Dances and cards bothered me. I 
prayed that if they were displeasing 
to God that He would take the desire 
tor them away from me. | thought I 
was a christian and I could not under- 
stand why I was not happy and at 
peace. It seemed I was always waiting 
and searching for something, I knew 
not what. I knew I did not have peace 
in my soul. At times I suffered great 
mental distress. Nights I would dread 
another day, and days I would dread 
the long wakeful hours of another 
night. I felt that my life was a failure 
and one vig disappointment. I could 
not be as other people because of my 
health, I could not go into public very 
much, and we had no children to bless 
our home. There was much darkness 
in my soul. I would go on my knees 
before God and ask Him to forgive 
me of my neglect to pray and trust, 
and He always did. He never failed 
to give me comfort, strength and cour- 
age to press on and make another 
effort to bear the cross with patience.
